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LOW PETERGATE, YORK. The City Walls, three miles in 
circuit, with their frowning “bars” or gates are among the 
finest examples of city fortifications in Europe. As they now 
stand they date mainly from the reign of Edward III. (1327- 
1377). They have been so patched that very little of ancient 
work remains, but where the wall is later in construction it is 
considerably thicker and includes a rampart wall, so that for 
part of their extent they form a pleasant promenade. 
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
